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Stronger U.S. 
Nuclear Force 
Is Possible 


Nixon Declare* 
Buildup Would 
Follow Soviet Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon said today the Unit- 
ed States will strengthen its nu- 
clear striking force if the cur- 
rent Soviet slowdown in missile 
deployment proves a prelude to 
a new Russian arms push. 


The President's 
statement, 


made in his "State of the 
World" message to Congress, 
cam« two months after the Pen- 
tagon reported Moscow is slow- 
ing down deployment of its big 
SS9 intercontinental 
ballistic 


missiles. 


Although the significance of 


the slowdown is not clear, Nixon 
said if it "turns out to be preda- 
tory to a new intensification of 
the strategic arms race, it will 
be necessary to react appropri- 
ately." 


While the President did not 


spell out the form of such reac- 
tion, Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vin R. Laird has said the United 
States would accelerate devel- 
opment of long-range subma- 
rine-launched missiles and of an 
advanced bomber. 


The' President suggested a 


number of possible reasons for 
the Soviet missile slowdown, 
saying: 


"The U.S.SH. could be exercis- 


ing self-restraint. Its leaders 
may have concluded, as we 
have, that the number of ICBMs 
now deployed is sufficient for 
their needs. 


"Or, the slowdown could be 


temporary and could be fol- 
lowed, in due course, by a re- 
sumption of new missile deploy- 
ments. 


Quality Improvements 


"The delay could mean that 


the Soviet Union is preparing to 
introduce major qualitative im- 
provements, such as a new war- 
head or guidance system. Final- 
ly, the slowdown could presage 
the deployment of an altogether 
new missile system.",, 


The President reported the' 


Russians had 1,440 ICBMs in op- 
eration at the end of 1970, com- 
pared with 1,054 for the United 
States which has not added any 
new launchers since 1967. 


At the same time, Nixon's re- 


port reflected a continuing U.S. 
lead 
in 
submarine-launched 


missiles with 656 compared with 
Russia's 350. But the Russians 
are closing the gap and are ex- 
pected to pull even with the U.S. 
submarine-fired 
missiles 
by 


1974. 


Soviet Arsenal 


Most U.S. concern is directed 


toward the expanding Soviet 
arsenal of SS9s, which can hurl 
a single 25-megaton warhead or 
three 5-megaton warheads in 
shotgun fashion. The Russians 
are known to be testing SS9 
multiple warheads designed for 
separate aiming at different tar- 
gets. 


Deployment of the SS9 has 


been slowed, officials said, but 
some 
construction 
on 
new 


launching bases is continuing. 


U.S. spy satellites last year 


showed construction had stopped 
on twelve SS9 silos. Officials 
said construction has continued 
on about 12 more. 


It was evident from Nixon's 


report he would prefer to contin- 
ue the administration's policy of 
"deliberate restraint" in nu- 
clear weapon development in 
hopes of achieving an arms lim- 
itation agreement with the Rus- 
sians. These negotiations are to 
resume March 15 in Vienna. 


Under this oolicy, Nixon said, 


the United States has started to 
improve the survivality of the

strengthening resistance of their 
silos against destructive attack, 
to convert some U.S. land-based 
and submarine-launched mis 
siles to multiple independently 
targetable warheads and to ad- 
vance the Safeguard antimissile 
system. 


"I deem it essential that we 


continue with the minimum pro- 
gram of work" on the Safeguard 
ABM as a hedge against failure 
of SALT talks, Nixon said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon today charged Hanoi 
with broadening the Vietnam 
war into an Indochina conflict 
and predicted the United States 
and its allies will have more 
hard choices in combatting pos- 
sible new enemy thrusts in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos. 


In a globe-ranging report offi- 


cially directed to Congress but 
aimed at the nation and the rest 
of the world, Nixon keyed his 
message to a quest for a "a full 
generation of peace" this cen- 
tury. But, he said, "If winding 
down the war is my greatest sa- 
tisfaction in foreign policy, the 
failure to end it is my deepest 
disappointment." 


He pledged to continue the 


winding down, the U.S. troop 
withdrawal from South Viet- 
nam. But in stark contrast to 
his declared global peace goal 
his projection for Indochina em- 
phasized the broadened war and 
increased American aid and air 
support for allied ground forces. 


World Affairs 


The 65,000 word report, cover- 


ing 180 pages and accompanied 
by a nationwide radio speech 
was the second Nixon report on 
the role of the United States in 
world affairs since he took of- 
fice. 


Patterned after the constitu- 


tionally mandated State of the 
Union 
message, 
this White 


House overview of the world sit- 
uation disclosed no new U.S. 
policy departures. 


But details were outlined and 


it gave Nixon an opportunity to 
tell the story of his foreign and 
strategic policies at midpassage 
between the 1968 and 1972 elec- 
tions. 


Nixon sent the report, which 


has been in preparation for sev- 


eral months, to Congress under 
the title. 'United States Foreign 
Policy for the 1970s—Building 
for Peace." 


In discussing the Indochina

It all started 20 years ago 


with seven agencies and a 
budget of $60,400. 


Today. 19 agencies benefit 


from its existence and share in 
the $425.000 budget. 


And it hasn't reached 
its 


potential yet. The future shows 
there's a lot more to be done. 


That, briefly, is the story of 


the Appleton United Fund, an 
organization of and for local 
residents and, an attempt to. 
c o m b i n e voluntary agencies' 
needs into one annual cam- 
paign. 


It is among the last American 


institutions where the local peo- 
ple determine what they want 
and need and go out and raise 
the money to support that need. 


First Agencies 


United giving in Appleton 


started in the early 1950's under 
the administration of two organ- 
izations — Appleton Community 
Fund, Inc., and Appleton Com- 
munity Council, Inc. 


The first agencies involved 


were the Appleton Apostolate, 
Boy and Girl Scouts, Children's 
Service S o c i e t y . Salvation 
Army. YMCA and the fund. 


In 1952, the Visiting Nurses 


Association was admitted, fol- 
lowed shortly by the Lutheran 
Social S e r v i c e s . For seven 
years, that was the total num- 
ber. But in the 1960's. four more 
joined the group, now known as 
the United Community Services 
of Appleton. 


They were the Golden Age 


C l u b , Community Activities 
Council. USO and Red Cross. 


It was 1968 that saw the 


biggest change. The organiza- 
tion b e c a m e the Appleton 
United Fund, Inc., and grew to 
its present size of 19 agencies. 
Added were the Arthritis Foun- 
dation, Family Service Associa- 
tion. Mental Health Association. 
Retarded 
Children, Sheltered 


Activity Center and the Wiscon- 
sin Welfare Council.

A State 
Crime Laboratory c h e m i s t , 
John Linssen, testified that an 
analysis of one of the pills, 
which authorities said were 
identical, revealed them to be 
desoxyephedrine. The prescrip- 
tion drug is used to aid weight 
reduction, Linssen said.

Nixon Declares 
Buildup Would 
Follow Soviet Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi 


dent Nixon said today the Unit 
ed States will strengthen its nu 
clear striking force if the cur 
rent Soviet slowdown in missile 
deployment proves a prelude to 
a new Russian arms push. 


The President's 
statement 


made in his "State of the 
World" message to Congress 
came two months after the Pen- 
tagon reported Moscow is slow- 
ing down deployment of its big 
SS9 
intercontinental 
ballistic 


missiles. 


Although the significance of 


the slowdown is not clear, Nixon 
said if it "turns out to be preda- 
tory to a new intensification of 
the strategic arms race, it will 
be necessary to react appropri- 
ately." 


While the President did not 


spell out the form of such reac- 
tion, Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vin R. Laird has said the United 
States would accelerate devel- 
opment of long-range 
subma- 


rine-launched missiles and of an 
advanced bomber. 


The' President suggested a 


number of possible reasons for 
the Soviet missile slowdown, 
saying: 


"The U.S.S R. could be exercis- 


ing self-restraint. 
Its leaders 


may have concluded, as we 
have, that the number of ICBMs 
now deployed is sufficient for 
their needs. 


"Or, the slowdown could be 


temporary and could be fol- 
lowed, in due' course, by a re- 
sumption of new missile deploy- 
ments. 


Quality Improvements 


"The delay could mean that 


the Soviet Union is preparing to 
introduce major qualitative im- 
provements, such as a new war- 
head or guidance system. Final- 
ly, the slowdown could presage 
the deployment of an altogether 
new missile system." 


The President reported the 


Russians had 1,440 ICBMs in op- 
eration at the end of 1970, com- 
pared with 1,054 for the United 
States which has not added any 
new launchers since 1967. 


At the same time, Nixon's re- 


port reflected a continuing U.S. 
lead 
in 
submarine-launched 


missiles with 656 compared with 
Russia's 350. But the Russians 
are closing the gap and are ex- 
pected to pull even with the U.S. 
submarine-fired 
missiles 
by 


1974. 


Soviet Arsenal 


Most U.S. concern is directed 


toward the expanding Soviet 
arsenal of SS9s, which can hurl 
a single 25-megaton warhead or 
three 5-megaton warheads in 
shotgun fashion. The Russians 
are known to be testing SS9 
multiple warheads designed for 
separate aiming at different tar- 
gets. 


Deployment of the SS9 has 


been slowed, officials said, but 
some 
construction 
on 
new 


launching bases is continuing. 


U.S. 
spy satellites last year 


showed construction had stopped 
on twelve SS9 silos. Officials 
said construction has continued 
on about 12 more 


It was evident from Nixon's 


report he would prefer to contin- 
ue the administration's policy of 
"deliberate restraint" in nu- 
clear weapon development in 
hopes of achieving an arms lim- 
itation agreement with the Rus- 
sians. These negotiations are to 
resume March 15 in Vienna. 


Under this nolicy, Nixon said,

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon today charged Hanoi 
with broadening the Vietnam 
war into an Indochina conflict 
and predicted the United States 
and its allies will have more 
hard choices in combatting pos- 
sible new enemy thrusts in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos. 


In a globe-ranging report offi- 


cially directed to Congress but 
aimed at the nation and the rest 
of the world, Nixon keyed his 
message to a quest for a "a full 
generation of peace" this cen- 
tury. But, he said. "If winding 
down the war is my greatest sa- 
tisfaction in foreign policy, the 
failure to end it is my deepest 
disappointment." 


He pledged to continue the 


winding down, the U.S. troop 
withdrawal from South Viet- 
nam. 
But in stark contrast to 


his declared global peace goal 
his projection for Indochina em- 
phasized the broadened war and 
increased American aid and air 
support for allied ground forces. 


World Affairs 


The 65,000 word report, cover- 


ing 180 pages and accompanied 
by a nationwide radio speech 
was the second Nixon report on 
the role of the United States in 
world affairs since he took of- 
fice. 


Patterned after the constitu- 


tionally mandated State of the

message,

House overview of the world sit- 
uation disclosed no new U.S. 
policy departures. 


But details were outlined and 


it gave Nixon an opportunity to 
tell the story of his foreign and 
strategic policies at midpassage 
between the' 1968 and 1972 elec- 
tions.

7971-72 Contract 
Waupaca Teachers, 
Board in Negotiations 


WAUPACA — It appears like- 


ly from the opening session of 
collective bargaining in negotia- 
tions for 1971-72 teaching con- 
tracts in the Waupaca Joint 
School District, that the board 
of education will pursue a line 
of economy. But at the same 
time, teachers will seek pay 
raises ranging from 5 to 11 per 
cent with a wide range of 
unproved 
teaching conditions 


and fringe benefits. 


The W a u p a c a Educational 


Association (WEA) is sole bar- 
gaining agent for the system's 
83 teachers. Dan Hartfiel and 
George Lorenz are on the WEA 
team. 


Laurie Anderson and John 


Gusmer will negotiate for the 
board of education. Supt. Len 
Brittelli will take an active part 
in this year's negotiations. 


At the initial meeting, dealing 


with procedures for •arriving ait 
a satisfactory agreement for 
1971-72, both parties agreed that 
not more than three persons 
from the two groups would be 
at the bargaining table at any 
time. 


Firm. Statement 


The board of education opened 


negotiations one week ago with 
a firm statement on its ap- 
proach to the current bargain- 
ing. Referring to the rise in cost 
of professional services as dic- 
tated by the economy, the board 
states: 


"We are opposed to the on- 


going philosophy of granting 
salary increases automatically 
and without receiving >'a corre- 


sponding increase in efficiency 
and output. This old philosophy 
is no longer tenable." 


Taxes to support the educa- 


tional program in the -Waupaca 
Joint School District increased 
from $787,765 for the 1969-70 
school year to $980,566 for the 
1970-71 school year — an in- 
crease of approximately 25 per 
cent. 


"The tax rate for school 


support cannot continue to ab- 
sorb such increases," the board 
stated. 
'Economical, Quality Education' 


"The board is very cognizant 


of this vital issue and will strive 
to seek more economical means 
of achieving quality education 
within • present means," the 
statement continues. 


To bring this about, it takes 


the position: 


— The board of education 


reserves the right to exceed the 
regular increment called for in 
the schedule for superior teach- 
ing service. 


— The board will extend the 


contractual obligation of teach- 
ers to 190 days and provide a 
minimum of 180 days of class- 
room instruction. 


— The teacher week shall 


consist of 40 hours of in-school 
time. 


— Extracurricular pay sched- 


ules, substitute teachers' sal- 
aries and insurance 'benefits are 
not to be increased for the 1971- 
72 school year. Salaries paid 
teachers f o r 
extra-curricular 


work in 1969-70 totalled' $6,700 
and will exceed $14,000 for the

current school year. 


School During Convention 


— The Waupaca schools will 


je in session during the W.E.A.

Charles Wussow doesn't have 


a narrow view of the duties and 
responsibilities 
o f the Outa- 


gamie County executive. 
In 


many ways, he considers the 
executive comparable to the 
governor — and even the presi- 
dent. 


Like the governor, he "pro- 


poses and disposes," meaning 
he would prepare and recom- 
mend programs to the county 
board — his legislature — and 
vfto p r o g r a m s h e opposed, 
Wussow said. 


He envisioned the man in the 


newly created post as one who 
would necessarily usurp the 
major city's mayor as the top 
official in the region. 


One of 12 candidates for the 


post in the March 2 primary. 
Wussow pointed to his voting 
record on the county board and 
hi* willingness to stand up for 


issues — even losing causes, 
such as the jail bonding objec- 
tions last week — as important 
reasons why he should be con- 
sidered strongly lor the post. 


"I have tried to vote as I see 


it to provide services where 
they are necessary and to hold 
up spending wherever we can," 
he said. 


His almost single-handed op- 


position to the bonding vote last 
week wasn't the first time 
Wussow fought for a proposal 
against overwhelming odds. He 
has been in the small minority 
and the lone opponent in voting 
situations. 


County Farm Site 


Wussow favored increasing 


the bond issue to allow building 
a complete courthouse and jail 
on the county farm site, instead 
of only a jail expansion on the 
present courthouse site. 


The latter is "being penny 


wise and pound foolish," he 


said, because it will meet the 
county's needs for only a few 
years to come. 


He was interviewed before the 


crucial bonding vote last Thurs- 
day night. However, he made it 
clear that despite the outcome 
and its possible effects on his 
campaign, he must stand up for 
his belief and the county's best, 
interests. 


Wussow said the executive 


must act this way. "This is no 
job for an amateur specialist, 
who has not paid too much 
attention to what is happening 
outside his own realm. He must 
be someone who is a generalist, 
servile who has experience in 
a number of fields." 


He considers himself in this 


mold. Wnssow, 49, has two 
college degrees In geology and 
agricultural science. 
He has 


worked at many occupations, 
including r a d i o announcing, 
sales engineering, newspaper 


editing, and translating and free- 
lance writing, whicii he is still 
active in. 


Wussow also recently retired 


from the Naval Reserve where 


Cfccrrfos Wuuow 


he was a lieutenant and had 20 
years of service. He attended 
nava! officer school in the early 
1940s and recalled that he had 
been "pumped full of leadership 
and administration." 


He refuted any criticism that 


he hasn't worked very hard 
lately. Wussow, who is single, 
lives with his parents in Apple- 
ton. 


No Rapid Changes 


He has no illusions about 


making rapid changes in county 
government, although he may 
have some ideas on the subject. 
He said the transition will have 
to come over a number of years 
and will be supported or reject- 
ed by the electorate in the 
voting booth. 


Wussow is aware that the 


county board must be convinced 
of the value of programs, and 
he said that it will be helpful to 
have the backing of the board 
chairman. 


He envisioned the executive- 


chairman relationship, m u c h 
l i k e the governor-assembly 
.speaker relationship. He also 
sees the county board as the 
legislature but simpler to deal 
with because it is a single body. 


However, its nonpartisonship 


could complicate things, he add- 
ed, because "nobody wears a 
label and they can shift back 
and forth with much greater 
case than can their brothers in 
Madison." He grouped super- 
visors more on a rural-urban 
basis and on a friendship basis, 
than on political party basis. 


Wussow said the primary job 


of the executive will be to 
prepare and present the budget 
to the county board. He noted 
that he would hirr an auditor to 
help in budget matters. 


He favored an executive-type 


budget and outlined in detail

That the politician as candidate 


typically utters criticisms and makes 
proposals that are muted or modified or 
.sometimes abandoned altogether when 
he wins the office he desires is com- 
monplace in American and Wisconsin 
politics. 


Sen. Edmund Muskie, now generally 


regarded as the early leader in the 
stable of aspirants obviously preparing 
bids for the 1972 Democratic presidential 
nomination, was asked by the authors of 
his newly published biography about the 
differences 
in his opposition to 


Democratic 
and Republican 
ad- 


ministrations on a similar issue. 


The man from Maine remarked that 


such inconsistencies and contradictions 
are inherent in the competitive political 
party system. President Nixon criticized 
predecessor Johnson for some of the 
things Mr. Nixon is now doing, said Mr. 
Muskie. 


"This role has to be filled. The party 


out of power has more obligation to 
criticize policies than when it is in 
power. That's the basis of our party 
system," he went on. 


This doubtless has the ring of con- 


venience for Mr. Muskie, who evidently 
finds that a candidate for national 
leadership requires some modification 
of convictions he expressed 
and 


positions he occupied as spokesman for a 
small provincial constituency. Yet for 
the citizen with an awareness of the 
sometime harsh demands_of politics and 
the frailty of human nature, it may have 
some virtue in candor. 


Wisconsin voters and taxpayers have 


an example of the Muskie explanation 
before them as they observe the travail 
of Gov. Patrick J. Lucey in Madison as 


he vainly attempts to square the 
postures of his campaign of last year, 
and the position of the political party of 
which he was a leading figure for more 
than a decade, in constant criticism of 
past Republican state regimes. 


The governor is now laboring to 


explain that his financing difficulties are 
worse than he had contemplated 
because of the twin forces of recession 
and inflation. But the preceding Knowles 
administration struggled with in- 
flationary cost rises too, but if the 
Democrats acknowledged that problem 
they carefully suppressed the fact. 


The governor is painstakingly ex- 


plaining why he cannot grant all of the 
expenditure requests that have been 
filed. Indeed, he is prepared to pare 
some of them to a degree which will set a 
record in that regard, he has informed 
us. But when the Republicans were 
cutting back budget proposals they were 
accused of brutal indifference to public 
needs, of antagonism toward education 
and worse, of "meat axe" economies, in 
the favorite expletive of the Lucey 
liberals. If there was an over-riding and 
popular and responsive theme in the 
Lucey campaign of last fall, it was in his 
tireless attack on the cruel penalties 
visited upon property taxpayers in many 
Wisconsin districts. But now he con- 
fesses that he cannot deliver much in 
state assistance for the stabilization of 
such local tax burdens. Everybody 
realizes that the taxpayers contributing 
to the state treasury must have con- 
sideration also, he told the legislature 
Tuesday. 


As Sen. Muskie said in effect, it is now 


the turn of the Republicans and indeed, 
their duty, to criticize the policies of his 
party that now holds power in Wisconsin. 


Study Now, Pay Later 


Yale University is going ahead with a 


revolutionary plan to help students 
attend the university in a study-now, 
pay-later program. So far no other 
college or university has agreed to try 
the program and the Ford Foundation, 
from which some funds for the plan were 
expected, has taken a wait and see at- 
titude until the whole idea can be 
studied. 


Basically the plan provides that a 


student will make a contract with the 
university to postpone payments up to 
$800 a year. For each $1,000 deferred, he 
would pledge to pay back from his in- 
come after graduation 0.4 per cent of 
that yearly income over a maximum of 
35 years. Obviously those earning more 
would finish the payments earlier. The 
repayments could be ended sooner by 
giving the university enough to bring the 
total payments to one and one-half times 
the amount of tuition originally post- 
poned, plus administrative costs. 
Married couples would base their 
payments on half the couple's income, 
whether only one or both of them had 
incomes. 


Yale is one of the many private in- 


stitutions in the country with problems 
of meeting its operating expenses. Next 
year tuition, room and board and fees 
will jump to $4,400, one of the highest in 
the country. It was $3,900 this year. In 
spite of extensive endowments, many of 
them unrestricted, Yale is in trouble. It 
would not appear to be the best time to 
come up with a program which will cut, 
rather than increase, immediate in- 
come. But the university is relying 
primarily upon specific gifts for the 
program from wealthy alumni and its 
current borrowing power. Its officials 
concede that the program won't become 
self-supporting unless more institutions 
come into it and hopefully foundation 
money can also be found. 


At this time of continued inflation and 


rise in the cost of living, combined with 
high levels of unemployment and slip- 


ping productivity, strong measures are 
going to be needed to help students 
through college and even to save many 
of the private institutions. There is a lot 
of belt tightening going on, faculty and 
staff vacancies are not being filled, 
faculty are being asked — and in some 
cases told — not to expect much in the 
way of raises, academic and ex- 
tracurricular programs are being cut 
back, hard looks are being taken at all 
department budgets. Whatever the 
measures taken., things are going to be 
very tight on most private university 
and college campuses for some time. 


At the same time, many prospective 


students are finding it hard to find the 
money to attend such institutions. The 
tuitions continue to rise as do other costs 
to parents everywhere. Jobs, either full- 
time summer or part-time during the 
school year, are increasingly hard to 
find. Yale's program would con- 
siderably benefit students for the time 
they are attending the university. 


But there has been concern expressed 


over what the deferred payment plan 
would mean to the student's future 
life. For a woman, it would mean 
something of a dowry in reverse when 
she married unless she continued her 
own employment. There is so much 
money now withheld from 
salaries 


localise of taxes, social security and 
time payments on a variety of things 
that another would not be welcome. How 
long individual contributions to the 
program can keep it going is impossible 
to determine. 


No one would want the private higher 


educational institutions to once more 
become open only to the wealthy as 
many of them once were. This is not only 
a denial of equal educational opportunity 
to the poor, an American dream, but it is 
a handicap to the \\calthy student who is 
not getting exposure to a wide variety of 
opinions, cultures and traditions. But \sc 
arc not convinced that the Yale plan will 
\\ork. The only \\av to find out, ob- 
viously, is to try it.

WASHINGTON — Debate 


over the supersonic transport 
is due to resume in the 
Congress next week. But 
recent business developments 
should change the terms of the 
argument altogether.

resolved only by early and 
joint agreement among the 
governments of this country, 
Britain, and France. 


At all times there has been

It is the argument 
that the British and French 
are going ahead with their 
plans for the Concorde.

A far better way is by

agreement would not only end, 
or at least suspend, the 
headlong race for the white 
elephant. It could also provide 
for use of the affected skills 
and plants in ways that would 
minimize the blow to technical 
proficiency and international 
harmony. 


To be 
sure, 
such 
an 


agreement would not be easy 
to work out — the more so as 
the effort has to be initiated 
before the Congress acts.

his political visit here last 
weekend. 


Jackson arrived in Richmond 


as featured speaker at the state 
Democratic party's Jefferson- 
Jackson Dinner to find a re- 
markable groundswell for Sen. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine. But 
even more discouraging from 
Jackson's standpoint, his Vir- 
ginia performance served not to 
reduce but to reinforce Muskie's 
p r e e m i n ence. Surprisingly, 
Jackson's strong emphasis on 
national security produced few 
hurrahs from the $100-a-plate 
diners. 


This is bad news for Jack- 


son's long-shot prospects for 
president. His present explora- 
tory campaign 
supposes that 


front-running Muskie is bound to 
stumble and that moderate ele- 
ments in the party — business, 
organized labor, and the South 
— will then unite behind Jack- 
son. 


Could Beat Nixon 


No Southern state is more 


Important in this strategy than 
Virginia. For months, key Vir- 
ginia Democrats have been say- 
ing privately that Scoop Jackson 
is the one Democrat who could 
carry the state against Presi- 
dent Nixon in 1972. Two leaders 
of the presently dominant mod- 
erate wing, Sen. William Spong 
and former Ambassador Wil- 
liam Battle (1969 nominee for 
governor), are backstage Jack- 
son boosters. 


Still more impressive, word 


was carefully passed around 
Virginia of Jackson's personal 
friendship with Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd, Jr., re-elected 
as an 


independent last year but still 
Virginia's Mr. Democrat 
to 


party conservatives. I n d e e d , 
Byrd might have shown up to 
honor Jackson at Saturday's 
dinner had he not feared cat- 
calls from some of the party's 
liberals.

The following letter is more 


common these days than you 
might think — unless you could 
read all the letters that come to 
me! 


Dear Doctor: I am 19 and 


think I am pregnant. I want to 
have an abortion (I am not 
married) but friends have told

me that I will not be able to 
have any more children. 


My boyfriend wants to give 


me some pills that will cause a 
miscarriage but I am Afraid to 
take anything I really don't 
know about. Can you give me 
any 
information, 
please? — 


AM. 


Information? Yes. A simple 


answer to your problem No. 


The facts are these: an abor- 


tion does not mean that it will 
be impossible to have children 
later — unless the abortion is 
followed by i n f e c t i o n that 
causes physiological damage. 
Some of the "back-alley" abor- 
tions in the past left some 
women sterile because under 
such circumstances after-care 
and prevention of infection were 
not provided. 


What about the boyfriend's 


"pills"? There are no pills that 
•will cause a miscarriage. Any 
medication given for this pur- 
pose would most likely make 
you very ill — yet not accom- 
plish its intended purpose 


Where legal and with the 


proper medical care, abortion 
can be accomplished relatively 
simply 
b y 
surgical means. 


There is no way to accomplish 


complisned as a do-it-yourself 
project. 


Second, miscarriages do occur 


fairly frequently — and when a 
miscarriage occurs in the midst 
of somebody's do-it-yourself ef- 
forts, it is attributed, 
quite 


mistakenly, to the pills or other 
measures being used. Yet it is 
still a coincidence, not a result. 


Nature, as it goes about work 


of creating new life, is not 
easily thwarted. 


Abortion can be accomplished 


surgically, but to have any 
degree of safety, it must be 
done in a germ-free operation 
room, and accompanied by the 
same precautions, during and 
after the surgery, that are 
required for any hospital sur- 
gery- 


There is no pill for it. There 


is no simple home method that 
isn't dangerous to health and 
even life 


If any pill or e a s y method 


existed, it would have been in 
use long ago by the outside-the- 
law abortionists But they stuck 
to the only way they knew — 
surgery. Their patients, hustled 
on home afterward, sometimes 
developed infection and some- 
times were crippled by it, and 
sometimes died of it. But there 
was no other way that would 
work, and there is none now.
